“Admiral Schley,” was the reply, “will
e every opportunity for the ap-
pearance of all the witnesses he may desire.
He s also entitled under thé naval regula-
tions to bs represented by counsel,'

While BSecretary Long was not asked
whether the court of Inquiry would be
asked to form and submit an opinlon upon
the facts disclosed by the investigation, It
is considered quite probable that this course
will be pursued, Unless the order con-
vening the court expressly requires thia
opinfon to be expressed, Its report must be
confined to stating the factas found.

Secretary Long sald that the personnel
of Lhe court would be made Known tomor-
yow, at which time also the precept con-

voning the court probably will be lssued. |

Meanwhile, there |s much speculation as to
the members of the court other than Ad-
miral Dewey. The secretary himsell says
there i no warrant for the announcement
of any particular name, an he atill has the
question under advisement. He has been
making ingquiries durlng the day as to the
avallability of certain officers and it Is
understood that some telegraphic Inquirivs
have been made of those mbeent from the
olty to see If there is any reason why they
should mot serva,

Method of Procedure.

When the court of Inquiry reaches Its
decinlon all the papers are forwarded to the
judge advocate general of the navy and the
final approval or disapproval rests with the
gocrotary of the navy or the president, ac-
cording to which one has ordered the court.

He asked that the department take such
action as was deemed best to accomplish
this purpose. He ulso requested that
whatever action be taken should oecur In
Washington, where his papers and data
are stored. The secretary iImmediately de-
cided to comply with Admiral Schley's re-
quest and dictated a lotter to the rear ad-
miral, saylng that under the circumstances
he heartily approved of his action and that
the department would proceed at once In
accordance with his request. The secre-
tary took this action without consultation
with anyone and without cemmunicating
the request of Admiral Schley to the presi-
dent. He then called lnte his office Rear
Admiral Crowninshield and Captain Cowles,
chief and assistant chie! respectively of
the bureau of navigation, and alao Judge
Advocate Ceneral Lemley, who hams charge
of formalitles of mnaval courts. He also
sent for Admiral Dewey. Although Rear
Admiral Schley did not ask specifically for
& court of lnguiry, but left the action to
be taken to the judgment of the depart-
ment, the secrotary declded that such =
court would be the best means of making
the investigation and the three bureau
ofMicers were called in for discussion as
to the mode of procedure.

Dewey Will Do Hia Duty.

After hin conference with Admiral Dewey,
who had responded to the secretary’s re-
quest for an Interview, the secretary sald
that he had not had time to decide upon
the compesition of the court, but In re-
sponse to a question as to whether Admiral
Dewey would serve upon such & court, If
requested to do so, the secretary sald:

“Admiral Dewey will do his duty.”

Although mno positive declaration has
been glven on this point, It is assumed
about the Navy department that Admiral
Dewey will be president of the court which
will Inquire into the whole controversy
concerning Admiral Schley's action *during
the Spanish war. There also 15 an im-
presslon that the two other members of
the court will be retired naval ofcers, or
at least officers who bad po conpection
with the Santlago campaign. The seléc.
tion of retired ofMcers would have a double
advantage. Not only would they be free
from any prejudice growipg out of their
active connection with the department, but
they would have uo fear of future conse-

LONDON, July 24.—The principal paper
before the Britiah congress on tubercalogis
today was submitted by Prof. Brouardel of
Parvis, who urged Internatiooal leglslation
in regerd to the potification of the author-
itles of the existence of tuberculosin and
the disinfection and salubrity of hotels,
rallrond cars and steambounts, thus prevent-
Ing the spread of tuberculosia.

Prof. Brouardel, who I8 dean of the mmedi-
| enl faculty of Parls, maintalned that the
| disease was curable. He satd any measures
| tending to 1imit the ravages of aleraolism
would diminish the mortality from conaump-
| tlan and referred to the great danger In
| hawking pleces of meat in publiec places and
in the sale of milk whieh had not been
examined. Prof. Brouardel believed theso
, dungers could be remedied by leglslatiyi
| Prof. Erouardel complimented the Unitod
| States on Its quick realization of the dan-
gern of expectoration and on Its legisla-
tion in the matter.

Prof. Brouardel declines to accept Prof.
Koch's theory that tuberculomis cannot ‘be
propagated by the meal and milk of tuber-
culosls cattle and has sald he thought It
easy to protect the population from this
contamination by legislation.

NECESSARY TO TAX EXEMPTION

.
Internal Revenune Commissloner Nayn
Forelgn Bllla of Exchange Munst
Have Clear Title.

WASHINGTON, July 24—The commia-
sloner of Internal revenue, In a decision
construlog paragraph 6 of schedule A, ex-
empting from tax certain foreign bills of
exchange drawn against the value of prod-
uets actually exported, says that In erder for
a4 party to avall himselt of the exemption
two facta must be established: First, that
the merchandise against which the value of
the bill of exchange was Ismted wae ac-
tually exported; second, the value of the
merchandise

The Instruments required to establish
these facts are the bill of lading, or ehlp-
ping recelpts, and the Involce, which are
to be attached to the bill of exchange. If
this Is Inexpedient, an aMdavit In a pre-
scribed form must be executed. The re-
quirement of a bill of lading or shipping
recelpt s imperative in all cases, and it
partes drawing the forelgn bills cannot
comply wth the statute exempting from tax
In certuln cases they will be required to
stamp such bills at the rate of 2 cents for
each $100 or fraction thereof.

CADILLAC LANDS IN DETROIT

Just as Two Haendred Years Ago e
Flants the Danner of
Louls XIV,

DETROIT, Mich., July 24.—Detroft today
began a three dsys' cclebration of the
landing of Cadillac at this poinc 200 years
ago today, After apeeches and other cere-
monles this afternoop, under the direction
of the historical commitiee, came the spoec-
tacular feature of the celebration tonight,
when the scenes of the landing of Cadlllac
weére re-enacted.

Dr. Daniel Laferte, a local Frenchman,
Impersonated the celebrated explorer and
was surrounded by Afty soldiers and an
equal number of voyageurs arrayed In
quaint costumes of the thme of M. Cadillac.
' They embarked late this afternoon in
pleturesque  batteaus and canoes from
Peche island, above the elty on the Cana-
dian shore, They were edcorted by the
revenue cutter Fessendem, bearing Gov-
| ernor Bliss and stafl and M. Pierre de Mar-
gerle, French charge d'affaires 3t Wash-
ington, and a number of clty oBWinls.

At the foot of Bates siréét, where Cad-
Mac landed 200 years ago, the party was
received by a tribe of Indians and
"Cadlllac” again planted the banner of
Louls XIV and again took possessjon of
the territory In the name of his king. The
processlon  proceeded to the corner of
Woodward and Jefferson avenues, where
the cross was planted and men arrayed in
priestly black robes chanted the same
service used In Cadillae's time.

A parade wns then formed, which pro-
ceeded to the Campus Martlus In front of
the clty hall, where the formal welcomo
was extended to Cadillac., Meanwhile the
scene had been brilllantly {lluminated.

BAN JOSE, Cal., July 24.-~Director Camp-
bell of the Lick observatory puts no falth
fn the theory advanced by some eastern
astronomers that the extraordipary weather
 conditions jn the middle west are due to
polar causes. Prof. Campbell sald today

| are due to local apd earthly causes.

“1 do mnot connect weather conditlons
with solar disturbances. The spots on tho
sun are ahout nt their minilmum intensity
They endure or manifest themselves in a
eycle of about eleven and ope-temth
| years They will he at their
maximum about 1805 or 1506, Here-
tofore greal heat has genernlly oc-
curred at the period of the maximum of
these spols, hut there in no significance
whatever to be attached to these incldeptn,”

8T. LOUIS, July 24~8t. Louls was the
hottest, peint in, the country today, 107.1
degrees belng recorded as the maximum
temperature, 4 figure never reached before
fu this elty. No immedinte prospect of re-
llef Is In sight and the Indications n~e for
continued hot and dry weather for tho next
twenty-four hours at least.

At 8 o'clock this morning the government
thermometer recorded 90 and gradually
mounted upward until at 2:30 p. m. It
reached 107.1, which proved to be the max-
imum,

Througbout tha day people dropped on
the sidewalks in all parts of the city and
horses in the streets dropped to the pave-
ment uoable to move, The clty's facllitiex
for handling the heat cases proved Inade-
quate and the health department at cnce
put ileelf In communieation with the city
comptroller asking that asslstance be glven
the department in the shape of funds with
which to buy horses to run the ambulances
and also to purchase extra ambulances.
Three extra ambulances had to he obtained
for the dlspeneary service this morning.

In the twenty-four hours ending at 11
o'clock tonlght forty deaths directly attrib-
utable to the heat had been reported. In
the sama perind of time seventy-five cases
of prosiration weni on record. These fig-
ures will be augmented somewhat by mif-
night, when more complete returns are re-
celved,

Daily since the mercury began to sirle
around the 100 mark the strain on the clty
doctors to care for the victiins of heat pros-
trations bas daily become greater. For the
last two days from midday to midnight
new cases have been received at the city
Institutions every few minutes,

Owing to the excessive heat there ls a
genernl movement ameng business houses
to close earller in the cvenings or Lo so
arrange the working hours as to give thelr
employes some respite from toll in the
course of the heat of the day.

8T, JOBEPH, Mo., July 24.—~The heal at
this point today was one degree short of

the record for the summer and torrid
season.
